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Supervisors approve 
cab driver licensing

With changes making the ordinance 
more palatable to taxi companies, the 
Board of Supervisors approved licen- 
sing of cab companies and drivers 
Monday in the unincorporated areas of 
the county. 


Supervisors were responding to a* 


grand jury report Oct. 1 urging the 
adoption of such an ordinance. The 
ordinance comes up for final adoption 
Monday and would go into effect 30 
days later. 

The grand jury’s law and justice 
committee pointed out that an ordinary 
driver’s license is the only existing 
requirement for driving a cab-in the 
unincorporated areas. 

“Thus, a child molester, narcotics 
violator, panderer or any other crimi- 
nal can own and/or operate a taxi and 
therefore have the opportunity to iso- 
late themselves with many vulnerable 


people. 
“Furthermore, taxis can be operated 


by persons with poor and/or criminal. 


driving record,” grand jurors said. 

When first discussed by the board in 
early November, the proposed ordi- 
nance sparked objections from a repre- 
sentative of the cab operators. 

Walt Wells, county staff analyst, said 
potential problems had been ironed out 
through meetings with the cab owners. 
No one objected Monday to the ordi- 
nance.

RIDE program to curb 
holiday drunken drivers

Local police hope to curb holiday 
drunken driving when an expanded 
RIDE Program hits the road in De- 
cember. 

RIDE stands for Regional Intoxicat- 
ed Driver Enforcement. Last year, 
only the California Highway Patrol and 
the Ontario and Upland police depart- 
ments participated and 107 drunk driv- 
ers were arrested, according to the 


This year, virtually every West Val- 
ley police agency is involved. Stiffer 
drunken driving laws are in effect and 
a major paperwork hassle has been 
cleared up, so officers expect even 
better results than last year. 

Last year’s results were obtained by 
three patrol cars checking only the 
CHP and Ontario and Upland jurisdic- 
tions, according to the CHP. In addi- 
tion to the 107 drunken driving arrests, 
they made nine felony arrests. and 
issued 385 citations. 

The citations were issued to drivers 
who were pulled over when the officers 
suspected they were drunk, but who 
were just inattentive or had been 
drinking but were not legally drunk, 
and broke a traffic law, according to 
the CHP. 

Like last year, officers trained and 
experienced in enforcement of drunken 
driving laws will patrol in the RIDE 
Program, according to the CHP. Two 


| officers — each from a different agen- 
| cy.-~ will.work together in each car..,, people need. more. 


But joining the CHP and Ontario and 
Upland this year will be the Montclair 
Police Department and the Rancho 
Cucamonga Sheriff’s Substation. 


Five cars will be on the road instead 
of three. They will use selective en- 
forcement to maximize the amount of 
work they can do. 

They will usually patrol specific 
areas in the West Valley where drunk- 
en driving is a problem. They. won’t, 
however, say just where those areas 


are. 
And they will patrol throughout De- 
cember during the peak drunken driv- 


ing hours, 7 p.m. to 3 a.m., on peak 
days for en driving, according to 
the CHP. 


One of last year’s problems has been 
solved, according to the CHP. Last 
year, officers who made stops outside 
their jurisdictions faced a paperwork 
jungle. This year, whenever officers 
make a stop outside their jurisdictions, 
a nd officer will make the actual 
arrest. 


And the new laws on drunken driving 
make the actual arrests easier. Anyone 
caught driving with a .10 blood alcohol 
level can be arrested and assumed to 
have been drunk while driving, accord- 
ing to the CHP. 


For a 160-pound person to get to a .10 
blood alcohol level, he or she would 
have to consume 4'2 beers or mixed 
drinks in an hour, according to the 
CHP. Lighter people need less alcohol 


to reach that,.level, while heavier

R.C. hires consultant for new center 


Hoping for a competitive edge, Rancho Cucamon- 
ga has hired a consultant to help bring a regional 
shopping center to the city. 

Hired Wednesday by the city’s Redevelopment 
Agency, Municipal Services Inc. will assist city staff 
in negotiations with backers of a proposed regional 
center at Foothill Boulevard and Interstate 15.

Hoping to derail state plans to build a prison at 
Adelanto, the county Board of Supervisors threw its 
reluctant support Monday behind an alternative site 
at Glen Helen. 

Supervisors also selected as a second priority 
continued consideration of Kramer's Junction as a 
prison location, although county officials conceded 
that the remoteness of the site and other problems 
weigh against its selection. 

A bill, SB 1609, by Sen. Robert Presley, D- 
Riverside, authorized construction of two 500-bed 
maximum security facilities and one 150-bed lower- 
security prison at Adelanto. The site is actually 
outside the city limits. 
® However, as part of the legislative bargaining, 

Presley accepted amendments that give the county 
until Jan. 1 to reach an agreement with the state 
Department of Corrections on an alternative site. -

A recession is not the only thing that 
slows down business. The other is an 
eight-letter word that turns off an 
investor quicker than you can say 
“thigh interest rates.”

The Ontario business community 
does not consider it art, nor just a 
defacement of property. It’s a down- 
right deterrent to growth in the Ontario 
area. 

Real estate agent Arnold Anderson 
came face-to-face with the problem 
when showing a potential investor 
some of the industrial properties for 
lease. 

The black spray-painted markings, 
usually the calling card of local gangs, 
left the client with the pers, 

“It scares them off. They become 
alarmed ... it deters them (investors) 
from coming into the area,’”’ Anderson 
said.

As president of the Ontario Chamber 
of Commerce, Anderson formed a 
steering committee, made up of local 
Ontario business people, the police, 
community and school groups and a 
representative of City Hall. 

They hope to start a pees that 
will work now and in the future. 

“We're looking at a multi-faceted 
program ... both covering up and 
trying to eradicate the graffiti (in the 
future),’’ said Brent Hunter, the cham- 
ber’s executive vice president. 

First, the committee has asked the 
city to apply for a $12,000 federal block 
grant for the purchase of paint and a 
sprayer to be used to cover up the 
present graffiti. 

At the same time, Anderson’s group 
has been in touch with » an 
Hispanic community aid group in 
South Ontario and the Boys Club, to 
foster youth support. 

Anderson suggested that Boys Club 
youth help prepare the defaced walls 
and building facades for a professional 
painter, who can follow and apply the 
covering paint. 

“It has to have this community input 
or it will be a game between the city 
and the kids on who can do the most 
painting,’’ Anderson said. 

Hunter cited Santa Ana as an exam- 
ple of the war on graffiti that is still 
raging — at a standoff. That city 
spends $40,000 a year in its continual 
cover-up efforts. 

‘“‘We don’t want to get into that kind 
of battle,’’ Hunter said. 

On another front, Ontario Police 
Capt. Wayne Simmons is supporting an 
ordinance similar to that of surround- 
ing cities such as Chino, that would 
make the sale of spray paint to a 
minor illegal. 

The Chino ordinance also makes 
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possession of a spray paint can in any 
public place a misdemeanor. 

Simmons said the police draft, sub- 
mitted to Mike O’Connor, senior ad- 
ministrative assistant, is similar to the 
Chino ordinance. 


In Ontario, past committees meeting 
on graffiti control ruled out the idea of 
an ordinance, calling it the wrong 
approach to a community problem. 


Ted Dutton, member of the old 
Ontario graffiti committee, still thinks 
that most of the spray paint cans used 
to write gang names on the walls of 
buildings are from garbage cans or 
garages, not purchased from stores. 


But he said he will support any anti- 
graffiti effort. 

‘“‘Anything helps. If it only affected 
one can of paint being sold, it could 
save hundreds of dollars,”’ Dutton said. 
“But it isn’t the only answer.” 

‘The answer is education, not only in 
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the schools but to the drop-outs ... 
education and community involve- 
ment,”’ Dutton added. 


Simmons agreed that the ordinance 
is not a panacea on graffiti control. He 
said he’s not sure of the impact on the 
problem from such an ordinance. 


“It gives the police something they 
oa use. It’s the first step,” Simmons 
said. 


He admitted that now, police can do 
very little to prevent graffiti unless 
they catch a youth in the act of 
= property, which is very diffi- 
cult. 


With the anti-spray can ordiance, 
possession of a can is enough to stop 
someone. 

“It does give you some clout,”’ Sim- 
mons said.

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Area unemployment climbs to 13.5%

Gains in seasonal hiring did not 
offset declines in manufacturing during 
October, leaving the local unemploy- 
ment rate at 13.5 percent, an increase 
from 12.9 percent in September. 

Jobless totals in San Bernardino and 
Riverside Counties exceed the state- 
wide unemployment average of 10.7 
percent for October, the state Employ- 
ment Development Department report- 
ed. 

A year ago, the local unemployment 
rate was 9 percent. 

Employment should increase in De- 
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cember because of hiring during the 
holidays. However, little change is 
expected in the percentage of employ- 
ment because so many people are 
without jobs, EDD labor analyst Irene 
Bauske said. 

In August, usually recording the 
largest jcbless rate when students 
swell the roles, the two-county unem- 
ployment rate climbed to 14.1 percent, 
the highest ever recorded in this area, 
the U.S. Bureau of Labor Statistics in 
Los Angeles said. 

Retail and service industry hiring 
rose by 3,900 jobs from September to 
October. Over the year, however, em- 
ployment in those sectors declined by 
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1.4 percent, the EDD reports. 

Those gains were discounted by loss- 
es in manufacturing, where 300 work- 
ers lost their jobs between September 
and October. The only minimal gain 
occurred in aerospace. ; 

Steel, electronics, construction 
trades all lost workers. ““Every manu- 
facturing category except aerospace 


has been effected by the recession,” 


Bauske said. 
Already depressed by declines in 
construction, employment in the two 
county cement industry has also been 
hit by importers selling their product 
below cost here. 
Japan and Australia are both targets 
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of a ‘‘anti-dumping”’ petition filed in 
September by Oakland-based Kaiser 
Cement. Their suit has been joined by 
four other cement firms and two un- 
ions, said union member Leonard Lid- 
bom, chief steward at the Colton 
California Portland Cement Co.

It was 1893 and, according to Po- 
mona Valley history buffs, it was the 
year the first trainload of oranges 
pulled out of Ontario for the East 
Coast. 

Later, it became business as usual 
- for citrus packers to slap their colorful, 

identifying labels onto the sides of 
£ strong, wood boxes filled with the fruit 
® of California sunshine. 

» These lithographs bore the brand 
© hame of the fruit picked from a 
~ particular grower’s piece of the valley 
; and shipped with pride by a home town 
® packing house. 

“ Today, those identifying labels have 
£ become widely collected art forms, 
6 decorating interior walls and framed to 
§ capture the vanishing flavor of citrus, 
the lost sight of endless rows of orange 
groves and a piece of Southern Califor- 
nia history that once dominated the 
Pomona Valley. 

After World War II, as orange and 
lemon groves gave way to rows of 
tract homes and modern shopping cen- 
ters, packing labels and wooden crates 
also lost out to less costly cardboard 
cartons and simple identifying stamps. 

Although Sunkist still thrives in the 
heart of Ontario, the trees are harvest- 
ed far away from the Pomona Valley 
and the citrus production is not evi- 
dent. 

But in the early 60s, as the tide of 
development began buldozing the open 
spaces, West Valley residents looked 
toward the past for a sense of home. 

And they found it in the left-over 
orange crate labels. They reeked of 
history. They brought back charm. 


One of many people who recognized 
their value and their charm, is Jim 
Ducote, member of the Orange Crate 
Label Club. 

“They are a bit of California histo- 
ry,’’ Ducote explained. ‘I started gath- 
ering the labels from the packing 
houses 12-13 years ago. I realized there 
was a potential value in them.”’ 

Ducote was inspired by the Pomona 
library’s extensive collection of labels, 
which have now become collectors’ 
art. So he began uncovering packs of 
1,000 in local packing houses in the San 
Gabriel and Pomona Valleys. 

“IT knew of one packing house where 
I got close to 100,000 labels (in one 
trip),’”’ Ducote recalled. He was sur- 
prised by the ease with which they 
were given or sold to him and more 
surprised by the willingness of antique 
shop owners who bought from him. 

Soon, the hobby turned into a full- 
time business, and Ducote now sells 
labels, old signs and other antiques to 
retailers and at label clubs and swap 
meets. 

He estimates collecting more than 6 
million labels since the late 60s. 

Now, the labels have become more 
scarce; the prices go up as their 
availability goes down. No longer can 
they be readily found or cheaply pur- 
chased. 

Today, they range in price from 50 
cents to $400 a label, depending on the 
sophistication of the lithograph and the

age and scarcity of the particular 
design, Ducote said. 

Early lithography involved the trans- 
fer of color-separated images onto a 
litho stone, usually a limestone import- 
ed from Bavaria. 

The artist’s design was drawn on the 
face of the stone with a grease pencil. 
Acid was then meticulously applied to 
etch away the stone. Ground ink, 
added to the stone, adhered to only the 
greased images and resisted the acid- 
etched areas. 

The process would then be repeated 
for another color, until the miulti- 
colored design was complete. 

Carl Waldapfel never worked in a 
packing house nor a print shop. His 
interest in label collecting came from 
his 31 years working for Sunkist Or- 
ange Growers Inc. in Ontario. 

Waldapfel, former manager of Sunk- 
ist Field Laboratories, can remember 
when the labels were available by the 
handfull. Some packing houses, seeing 
no practical use for them after the 
mid-1950s, began hauling them to the 
dump, said Waldapfel. 

His collection of labels, more than 
450 set in the plastic pages of half a 
dozen albums, are not for sale. They 
hold particular sentimental value that 
escapes a price tag. 

The brand names, etched by an 
unknown artist’s hand and brought to 
life by the printer’s colored ink, are 
reminders of friends who worked in the 
packing houses during the industry’s 
heyday. 

“I knew the people who worked in 
these houses. So there is an association 
related to these people,” Waldapfel 
said. That association or appeal which 
permeates the art, differs from collec- 
tor to collector and from former or- 
ange packer to casual admirer. Some 
collect them for their beauty, their 
nostalgia or for their simplicity. 

At Pomona First Federal Savings 
and Loan, their popularity was first 
measured after a complimentary 1980 
holiday calendar entitled ‘‘Orange 
Crate Art” drew unprecedented atten- 
tion. 

That year, 25,000 were quickly dis- 
tributed to customers at branch of- 
fices. The number grew to 35,000 the 
next year, 60,000 the following year. 
Some 55,000 copies of the 1983 version 
are already being distributed in PFF’s 
22 offices, said Robert Nichols, vice 
president. 


In Riverside, a new firm, Orange 
Tree Fresh Fruit and Nuts, has also 
capitalized on the area’s interest in 
citrus history by offering a “gift crate” 
of oranges complete with a shipping 
label designed in the old tradition. 


The idea was picked up by Knott’s 
Berry Farm about three weeks ago 
an are used for the gift packs sold 
there. 


Today, while the orange groves may 
be all but gone, the orange crate labels 
live on in people’s homes; on their 
dens and parlor walls, on calendars or 
on decoupage-dressed wood, reliving 
the tradition of a 100-year-old fascina- 
tion. 
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Dairy owners seek help Fach per 
with repair of two roads _ Ar ee

Having their fill of potholes and 
bumpy rides, several dairy owners 
south of Ontario sought help last week 
from the county Board of Supervisors 
to fix two stretches of unmaintained 
roads. 

Supervisors directed county staff to 
continue to seek a solution toward 
bringing the portions of Eucalyptus 
and Haven avenues into the county 
road system. 

Bob Feenstra, executive director of 
the Milk Producers Council, said, 
“This problem isn’t new. We’ve been 
dealing with it for some years in that 
these five dairies reside on these two 
roads, half of which is non-maintained 
by the county system.” 

The properties — including the 
Schakel, Kroes and Van Dam dairies 
— total 380 acres and pay at least 
$60,000 in county taxes a year, he said. 

‘“‘We have a real improvement prob- 
lem in that there are a lot of potholes, 
non-maintained areas of the road that 
are very, very dangerous ... 

“When I travel at 40 mph, the front 
end of my car no longer steers 
straight. If you can imagine with a 
milk truck of 54,000 (pounds) gross 
weight traveling over those roads, the 
dangers (exist) of breaking axles and 
so on and so forth.” 

Feenstra stressed that school buses 
will not travel the roads to pick up the 
children who live there because of the

danger. The roads are difficult to 
travel for emergency and dairy-related 
vehicles as well, he said. 

“We have allowed this to go on for 
better than 10 years hoping to seek a 
solution. We just have not been able 
to,’’ he added. 

Bob Ingram, the county director of 
transportation and flood control, noted 
that 0.6 mile of Eucalyptus east of 
Archibald Avenue is part of the county 
maintained road system. The dairy- 
men are concerned over another 2,000 
feet of Eucalyptus and the stretch of 
Haven between Eucalyptus and Edison 
avenues, he said. 

To patch these portions of the roads 
would cost $6,000 to $10,000, Ingram 
said. To entirely reconstruct these 
sections would cost about $100,000, he 
added. 

Ingram said the county adopted a 
policy in the mid-1960s to no longer 
bring unpaved roads into the county 
system for maintenance. With few 
exceptions, the county has_ insisted 
upon property owners paying for the 
road construction before the county 
would accept the roads and maintain 
them, he noted. 

There has been some substandard 
paving by property owners, Ingram 
noted. However, he said the condition 
is generally poor,‘‘not unlike hundreds 
of miles of roads in the county.” 
Ingram pointed out that in places only 
part of the necessary right of way has 
been dedicated and in other spots none 
of the right of way now exists.

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He remembers a child 
who made up an imagi- 
nary friend after a seri- 
ous auto accident.

Up to half of all children 

have imaginary friends 
or make-believe animal 
pals, research shows. The 
relationships often begin 
around age 3. And they 
can be long-lasting or fic- 
kle. 

‘Such fantasizing is 
usually normal among 
children between 3 and 5, 
or by a precocious kid 
bout 2. It’s normal even 
up to age 7, 8, 9 or 
beyond, though I’d be 
more concerned about a 
teen-ager doing it.” 

Its often the bright, in- 
telligent child who’s like- 
ly to have imaginary 
pals, he noted. 

“A bright child is more 
likely to do this than oth- 
ers,’’ Kellerman said. 
“And it’s sometimes a 
sign of creative ability. 
Creative children have 
the ability to develop a 
more complete fantasy. 
“T would bet that if you 
looked at people who earn 
their living creatively — 
writers, painters, sculp- 
tors, playwrights, musi- 
cians, songwriters 
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you’d find a lot of them 
engaged in this as chil- 
dren.

Battling 
holiday 
crime 


One of every three busi- 
nesses is thrown into 
bankruptcy because of 
shoplifting and internal 
thefts by employees. 
These crimes will be on 
the upswing as the holi- 
day season progresses. 
But there are methods 
businesses can use to 
guard against them, said 
Frank Homstad, the Po- 
mona Police Depart- 
ment’s. crime prevention 
specialist. | 

Speaking at a Pomona 
Chamber of Commerce 
Forum Wednesday, Hom- 
stad said statistics reveal 
that 65 percent of a firm’s 
inventory shrinkage re- 
sults from employee theft 
while 35 percent is due to 
shoplifting. Inventory 
shrinkage, Homstad said, 
has caused closure of sev- 
eral stores in Pomona. 
Some of the closures may 
have been prevented if 
retailers had formed 
Business Alert programs 
similar to the 180 neigh- 
borhood watch programs 
now functioning in the 
city, he added. 

The program involves 
formation of a telephone 
network so that owners of 
businesses in specific 
areas can alert others 
when they observe suspi- 
cious persons, and instal- 
lation of signs warning 
the public that the owners 
have taken an agressive 
stand against crime. 

In addition, members of 
each group are required 
to meet monthly to ad- 
dress various problems, 
Homstad said. 
Precautionary  mea- 
sures, he added, include 
installation of security 
alarm systems, limiting 
cash flow and aggressive 
prosecution of shoplifters. 


“The word gets around 
when a particular store is 
soft on shoplifters,” he 
emphasized. 


In addition, customer 
contact can serve as an 
effective deterrent to 
shoplifting. Customers 
are aware they are being 
observed when ap- 
proached by a clerk, 
Homstad noted. 


The Police Department 
offers a variety of serv- 
ices to the business com- 
munity. Free security 
surveys and information- 
al brochures are availa- 
ble. Signs for specific 
areas and decals for indi- 
vidual businesses may be 
purchased. 


Surveys show that post- 
ing of signs cuts crime by 
20 percent. It is worth- 
while for a group of own- 
ers to share the $12 cost, 
Homstad stressed. 


There are no guarantees 
that the Business Alert 
will solve all problems. 
While Police Department 
officials can assist, pro- 
grams are most effective 


when members become 
actively involved. Busi- 
ness owners must take 
agressive action to pre- 
vent crime, Holmstead 
declared.

‘Many visitors travel long dis- 
tances at considerable personal 
sacrifice and expense to reach 
Glen Helen, and, in consideration 
of the already unfortunate cir 
cumstances surrounding man 
family members, the maximum 
visiting should be provided.”

“Sheriff’s Department person- 
nel told this committee that the 
reason for non-compliance with

Unemployed learn 
waiting a way of life

The frustration creased Harry Kupers’ face, 
unhidden by his jolly, Santa-like beard. His time was 
running out. ok 

Shut-off notices for heat and electicity produced 
little response from the clerk at the unemployment 
office. But Kupers waited. Waited for an answer. 

His $112 a week unemployment checks had run 
out. His application for a federal extension of 
unemployment benefits, submitted in October, had 
not yet been granted. : 

He returned from the long, bleak counter drained 
of the little hope he had when he walked into the 
Ontario unemployment office. The extension would 
have to wait. 

“It’s starting to look a little bit on the gloomy 
side,” he said, as his voice trailed off into the din of 
shuffling papers and monotone voices. He stared at 
the neat, orderly lines made up of others like him. 

Kuper is married, with two children, a girl, 3, 
and a boy, 6. He’s been out of work for seven months 
since being laid off from Xitco Industries in La 
Verne, where he worked as a sheet metal cutter. 

“This is the first time in 20 years working in 
sheet metal that I’ve been out of work for more than 
a week,” Kuper said. 

Manufacturing industries such as sheet metal 
cutting have brought about most of the decline in 
employment in the Riverside-San Bernardino County 
area. 

From October 1981, the number of manufacturing 
jobs declined by 7,600, with losses posted for each of 
the industry groups except aerospace, according to 
the state Employment Development Department. 

Kuper remembered the days when getting a job 
in the West Valley in manufacturing, such as in 
sheet metal, was as simple as a single phone call. 

“Three years ago, I picked up the newspaper, 
made one phone call. I called him at 4 o’clock and 
was at work by 6:30 that night. 

‘“‘Now, I don’t know.”

The parking lot at the Ontario facility located on 
Holt Boulevard was full by 10 a.m. The line of 
people curved at the plexi-glass doors to avoid 
spilling out of the building into the rain. 

Compact cars filled both sides of Holt, as fathers 
clutched theirs sons’ hands and ran across the 
street. A 5-year-old boy stomped in the puddles, 
unaware of his father’s glum, determined look. 

Patricia Osorno sat patiently, awaiting a reply to 
her extension application. She left her two children 
at home — with her mother. She moved to Ontario 
from Sacramento after losing her job there as a 
plastic mold machine operator. 

Her six months of receiving $228 per month are 
over. Now, she’s counting on what is called a federal 
supplemental claim, a new, stricter extension law 
put into effect by Congress. 

“T have to (get it) or it will be very depressing. 
I’m really in trouble if I don’t,’ she said without 
emotion. 

The law is geared to screen out those people 
who’ve had a shaky work history. The more money 
earned during the 18 months before being laid off, 
the more likely an extension would be granted.
